Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1/27/2006 was filed 
before the mailing date of the first action on the merits.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references fail to teach: providing a panel having component positions having arranged 
in the component positions semiconductor chips that have position errors; and 
producing two rewiring masks for compensating for position errors of the semiconductor 
chips, a first mask having only external contact areas for the entire panel at 
predetermined positions in the component positions, and a second mask having a 
uniform rewiring pattern having rewiring lines for an individual component position for 
connecting contact areas on active upper sides of the semiconductor chips to the 
external contact areas. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
